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MAY  AND  THE  "  BOSTON    CHRISTIAN 
REGISTER." 

It  will  be  recollected  that  in  the  Inquirer  for  May 
SIst,  lasi,  an  extract  was  given  from  tlie  Liberator,  in 
which  the  Rev.  S.  May,  Jun.,  of  Leicester,  U.S., 
charged  the  Boston  Christian  Register  with  having  pub- 
lished an  Antislavery  article  in  its  number  for  the  19th 
of  April,  which  was  sent  to  subscribers  in  tlie  country, 
but  was  suppressed  in  those  copies  forwarded  to  the 
Soutli  and  larger  Northern  cities.  On  this  occasion 
we  expressed  our  conviction  that  some  misapprehension 
existed  ;  that  Mr.  May's  veracity  we  knew  to  be  un- 
doubted ;  and  that  we  could  "not  possibly  believe  the 
niauagers  of  tlie  Christian  Register  to  be  capable  of  the 
dishonesty  of  expressing  Anti-slavery  sentiments  to  one- 
half  of  its  readers,  and  withholding  them  from  the  other 
half." 

In  the  Inquirer  for  July  19th,  we  inserted  the  reply 
o{  the  Christian  Register  to  Mr.  May's  charge.  The 
Register  admitted  tliat  an  Anti-slavery  article  had  been 
written  by  one  of  the  lef,st  responsible  of  its  editors 
during  the  illness  of  the  two  other.s  who,  on  seeing  it, 
and  believing  it  would  be  misunderstood  by  nine-tenths 
of  its  readers,  caused  it  to  be  suppressed  in  the  remain- 
ing copies.  The  Christian  Register  asserted  that  Mr. 
May's  statement  was  untrue  ;  and  said,  if  he  who  ut- 
tered "  the  slanderous  charge  had  been  a  hundredtli 
part  as  earnest  to  learn  the  truth  of  his  assertions  as  lie 
was  to  injure  the  reputation  and  malign  the  character 
of  his  brethren,  he  might  at  any  time,  in  five  minutes, 
have  learned  from  unquestionable  authority  that  his 
assertion  in  its  only  important  particular  was  entirely 
without  foundation." 

The  Liberator  of  August  29th,  just  arrived,  contains 
a  letter  to  the  Editor  from  Mr.  May,  inclosing  one  he 
had  addressed  to  the  Christian  Register,  vindicating 
Inmself,  and  giving  names  of  parties  and  details  of 
facts  m  proof  of  the  aceiiracy  of  his  previous  state- 
ments, which  letter  tvas  refused  admission  in  the  Register. 
Mr.  May  concludes  his  letter  to  the  Editor  of  this'paper 
by  saying,  that  the  "  Editors  of  the  Christian  Register 
know  I  am  guiltless  of  any  misrepresentation.  I  have 
represented  the  Register  only  too  truthfully.  All  my 
statements  are  substantially  correct  and  sustained  by 
testimony  which  the  Editors  of  the  Register  will  not 
call  m  question.  To  this  day  they  have  failed  to  give 
one  tolerably  probable  or  satisfactory  reason  for  casting 
out  of  their  columns  the  article,  written  as  it  was  by 
one  of  their  own  number,  in  reprobation  of  the  rc-en- 
slavement  of  Simms  in  Boston.  The  reason  is  un- 
doubtedly of  such  a  character  that  they  would  be  na- 
turally slow  to  confess  it  even  to  themseives."
